A map giving the up-to-date proposed location of 
the Lower Yarra Bridge Approach in Altona North is to 


be posted on a board at the Civic Offices. 


The shire engineer, Mr. R. C. Simmons, 
told the Altona Shire Council this last 


Monday night. 


He said, that the map was rather a large one 
and that he would put it upon a board for the coun- 
cil meeting at a general purposes committee next

public. 


Reporting to the council of 
the fotest moves by the Coun- 
try Roods Board on the propos- 
af which will claim the: sites 
of many homes in Altona 
North, Mr. Simmons said: 

“By council direction of August 
8, the Board has been advised 
that the council has approved in 
principle the proposals set out 
in htis letter. The Board has 
also been advised that the coun- 
cil has decided that a lane-way 
20ft. wide’ should be provided 
to link Freemans-rd., Misten- 
ave., Rosala-ave., Irwin-ave. and 
Chambers-rd. south of the free- 
way. 

“Further, the Board has been 
told that the proposed pedes- 
trian overpass in Rosala-ave. 
should be so located that prop- 
erty owners adjoining the ramps 
of the overpass should not be 
unduly affected,” Mr. Simmons 
said. eS 

The Country Roads Board 
has written to the council ‘the 





“In regard to the contemplated 
off-street parking plan for the 
Altona business area, I wish to 
strongly protest against the in- 
volvement of my small, out of 
the way shop. There has never 
been a parking problem here. 
This is clearly evident by the 
way drivers ignore the old tennis 
court parking area opposite my 
business, even_at the so-called 
peak times of Friday and Satur- 
day. 

“I cannot se why I should be 
taxed for a scheme that I will 
never derive any benefit from. 
There has been a steady decline 
in shop trade for the past five 
years. People now have good 
shopping areas close ‘to where 
they live—there is no need for 
them to come to Pier-st. any 
Jonger—in fact, if it were not for 
my phone home delivery service, 
I would have been out of aclion 
years ago. 

“In conclusion, 1 think council 
should approach this plan very 
cautiously. When it is all said 
and done-of all the cars parked 
round the business area—how 
many belong to genuine shop- 
pers?” Mr. Ward asked. 




















The meeting will not be open to the 


following letter— 

“The Board's letter of June 6, 
1967, advised your council of 
the route adopted for the ap- 
proaches to the Lower Yarra 
Crossing. 

“Since then, design work and 
discussions with both the Metro- 
politan Planning ~ Authority and 
the State Electricity Commis- 
sion have now reached a stage 
where the requirements and the 
general location of provisicns 
for traffic crossing the proposed 
freeway can be defined, 

“You will-appreciate that at 
grade crossings cannot be em- 
ployed on facilities of this 
nature. It” will therefore be 
necessary to carry all vehicular 
and pedestrian traffie over or 
under the freeway and_ struc- 
tures will be required at each 
crossing point. 


“Because of consequential prob- 

lems with drainage outfalls and 
the shallow-depths at which rock 
occurs, almost all the freeway 
as well as the structures that 
cross it .must be at or above 
present surface levels. The 
height of roadway embankments 
dictates to-a large extent the 
land required to accommodate 
roadways and the SEC’s assets. 
The land acquisition involved is 
thus directly related to the num- 
ber of crossings to be provided, 
and it has been necessary to 
strike a careful balance between 
the public needs. and the amount 
of property acquired. 


“Williamstown and Millers-rds. 
are arterial roads and have, 
therefore, been chosen as posi- 
tions where crossings under the 
proposed freeway are to be pro- 
vided, and where vehicles can 
join and leave the facility via 
interchances. 

.“An overpass at the Newport- 
Sunshine railway is also pro- 
posed to the west on Strong-st., 
Footscray. 

BLACKSHAWS-RD. 

“Although adjacent roads are 
not yet developed there is a 


need for a crossing and amps 
near the western extremity of 
the proposed freeway. At the 
same time it is very desirable 
to -keep such facilities to the 
east of the very eomplex inter- 





change between the new free- 
way, the Princes Highway and 
the proposed MMBW Freeway 5. 

“For these reasons a grade 
separation with on and off ramps 
is proposed at the point where 
the freeway crosses the extreme 
westerly end of Blackshaws-rd., 
just to the south of Buchanan-rd. 

- DOHERTYS-RD. 

The existing intersection. be- 
tween Dohertys-rd. and Princes 
Highway lies inside the influence 
of the Freeway-Highway §inter- 
change. Since, at this point, the 
proposed _ through-carriageways 
are all of freeway standard, any 
connection to and from Dohertys- 
rd. would need to provide ac- 
celeration and deceleration lanes 
of such Jength that not only 
would an excessive amount of 
land be required, but the free- 
way interchanges now proposed 
would become so complex and 
expensive as to be unreasonable. 


“For this reason it is proposed 
that Dohertys-rd. be carried 
across the freeway without con- 
necting facilities. 

“A new link road comprising 
Dohertys-rd. to its junction with 
Grieve Highway across Kororoit 
Creek to Blackshaws-rd., over 
the freeway at the Blackshaws- 
rd. underpass, and thence north 
to a new intersection at the 
Princes Highway is proposed to 
restore access to Dohertys-rd. 
and the Western Suburbs Mem- 
orial Park. 

PEDESTRIAN OVERPASSES 

“In view of the distance be- 
tween crossings at Millers and 
Blackshaws-rds., ‘the residential 
development along this section 
of the freeway, and the proxi- 
mity of schools, it is considered 
that a pedestrian overbridge is 
required in the vicinity of Rosala- 
ave. While the final choice of 
location of this structure will de- 
pend to some extent on the 
treatmert adopted for streets 
severed by the freeway, at the 
present stage it appears that a 
site at Rosala-ave. is both de- 
sirable and feasible. 

“While it is’ considered that 
the proposals provide for the in- 
terests of tke public with a 
minimum of interference to the 
adjacent landholders, your coun- 
cil’s interest in the foregoing 
matters is acknowledged. Your 
council's early endorsement in 
principle of the crossing facili- 
ties preposed above is there- 
fore sought. 

“Because of the consequences 
of any modification of the pre- 
sent préposals, it would be ap- 
preciated if any queries or any 
other matters raised -by your 
council could be communicated 
directy to me or Mr. Nicholson 
of my staff at the earliest opprr- 
tunity,” the letter concluded.

Girls High School has not at- 
tracted a suitably qualified ap- 
plicant to fill the post for 1968. 


Because of the shortage of 
trained teachers in the post pri- 
mary schools — primary teach- 
ers trained in the western sub- 
urbs and living in the western 
suburbs, could be seconded to 
the post primary schools to re- 
place those folk who are hold- 
ing down temporary teaching 
posts — but have had no tea- 
cher training. 


Not only is there a demand 
for a Primary Teachers’ Col- 
lege by the present secondary 
student population - but 
there is a demand. for trained 
teachers to staff the primary 
schools, 


Not only is there a need to 
fill teaching posts which are 
at present held by teachers who 
will ‘return to schools in sub- 
urbs near their homes when 
they have fulfilled their requi- 
site period of three years after 
having obtained promotion to 
schools within the western me- 
tropolitan area; but. there is a 
requirement to fill many teach- 
ing posts which have been ad- 
vertised repeatedly without any 
qualified applicants wishing to 
apply for them. 


Disregarding the one-teach- 
er and two-teacher schools on 
the fringe of the locality under 
discussion, there are approx. 52 
larger (3 or more teacher) Gov- 
ernment primary schools in this 
area, 


However, to date, the Edu- 
cation Department has been 
unable to find suitably quali- 
fied applicants for the following 
positions for 1968 in the West- 
ern Suburbs — 


Infant Mistress Class 1 —— 
11 Positions. (Women in age 
group 25-30 have been ap- 
pointed to positions similor to 
these).

Positions.

From the foregoing, it can 
be appreciated that there musi 
be a tendency for many child- 
ren in the western suburbs of 
Melbourne to be educationally.

the primary .schools.

The Education Department 
holds title to a 15 acre site at 
the corner of Furlong Road and 
Cook Avenue, Sunshine. 


As there is no development 
on the perimeter of this site, 
the opportunity presents itselt 
for the Department to purchase 
an additional area -.of land 
should 19 acres not be regard- 
ed as sufficient area on which 
to build a teachers’ college. 


The site in question is serv- 
ed by a bus which’ operates 
trom the Sunshine Railway Sta- 
tion. This bus passes in close 
proximity to three primary 
schools which are regarded by 
the Education Department as 
being suitable -schoals for the 
training of primary teachers. 


It is well to note that there 
ere adequate primary schools 
in the western suburbs at which 
students from o primary teach- 
ers’ college could do their prac- 
tical teacher training, 


Because of the public trans- 
port available from the Sun- 
shine railway station to the 
site proposed for a Teachers’ 
College, this college would -ap- 
peal to people from the: Meiton 
and Sunbury districts because 
the Sunshine station caters for 
trains on the Bendigo and Bal- 
larat lines. 


The Sunshine station also 
has advantages for students 
from the north-east of Victoria 
because there is a platform 
serving the standard gauge 
Passenger trains at Sunshine. 
Some standard gauge passen- 
ger trains stop at, Benalla ‘and 
Wangaratta as well as Albury. 


CONCLUSION 


- The northern, eastern and 
southern suburbs are well cat- 
ered for with Primary Teach- 
ers’ Colleges situated at Mel- 
bourne, Coburg, Toorak, Bur-, 
wood and Frankston. 


A teachers’ college located 
in the ta Trobe Vailey would 
cater for a demand approxim- 
ating that of Bendigo or Gee- 
long. .
